He 
said there was not much room left 
for budging from the ultimate 
stands reached by both Israel and 
Heypt, and conceded it was possible 
there would be a last minute faflure 
to sign—due to sheer physical 
exhaustion. 

‘The agreement, Peres said, should 
not be scanned for what it cannot 
contain: peace, or non-belligerence. 
“We would have liked nothing bet- 
ter than to give more and to re- 
ceive more — but apparently the 
Egyptians cannot deliver it at this 
time.” For Egypt, peace would mean 
a rift with the Arab world. 


NEW RELATIONS 

But the agreement does create 
“Ὁ possibility of new relations” with 
Bgypt. Because of the intricate βί- 
tuation on the ground, there is a 
vague possibiliy that some unwritten 
convenant, of the kind which 
operates the “open bridges” policy 
with Jordan, may evolve, 

“We shall have to walt and see. 
When we signed the first interim 
agreement, we were not sure at 
all that Egypt was going to im- 
plement her intention to populate 
the Suez Canal zone — but now we 
know they did it,” Mr. Peres said. 


America had a vital interest in

“Until now, agreements with 
Egypt, Syria and Jordan have been 
practically kept up.

The IDF will decorate 27 men 
with medals for bravery, ae 

amousty, at a ceremony at 
Eneanet in Jerusalem on September 
11. Most of the awards are for ac- 
tions in the Yom Kippur War, but 
two were earned in operations 
terrorists this year. 

This is the second group of 
medals awarded since the war. Be- 
fore Independence Day, 232 men 
were decorated for bravery in the 
war and its aftermath. ᾿ 

Details of the awards were given 
yesterday by Aluf Moshe Gidron, 
head of the Manpower Division, and 
Aluf Menahem Maron, Head of- the 
Training Department at 2 press 
conference in Tel Aviv yesterday. 

Of the 27, six men will receive 
the Meal for Courage(Oz!. They 


include the late Ya'acov Mordechai, 
a civilian who was killed when he 
joimed the force which stormed the 
terrorists who had occupied hig 
house in Kfar Yuval in May. 

One of the 21 recipients of the 
exemplary conduct medal is the 
late Moshe Deutchman, a soldier on 
leave who was killed while helping 
in the battle against the terrorists- 
who attacked the Savoy Hotel mn 
Tel Aviv. There will be no awards 
of the highest decoration, the Medal 
of Valour, which eight men received 
on Independence Day. 

The 27 were selected from 50 
recomendations by the decorations 
committee, headed by Aluf Maron. 
A further 100 recomendations are 
still under consideration, including 
many senior officers with the rank 
of Lt Col, to Brigadier-General.

Alignment to hold 
rally in Jerusalem

TEL AVIV. — The Alignment will 
stage a mass meeting in Jerusalem 
in support of the Sinai interim 
agreement, on the same day that 
the agreement comes before the 
Knesset for approval. It will take 
place on Wednesday, if the Cabinet 
manages to approve the agreement, 
and the Labour Party Central Com- 
mittee endorses it in sufficient time 
beforehand. 

The Alignment at first decided to 
hold the rally outside the Knesset, 
and Knesset Speaker Israel Yesha- 
yahu consented. 

The Speaker had second thoughts, 
however, and yesterday he announced 
that he would not sanction the rally 
anywhere on Knesset precincts. He 
explained that he wanted to make 
sure that Knesset Members and staff 
could get to the House unhindered, 
and that the work of the House 
could continue undisturbed. Using 
his powers under the Knesset Build. 
ing and Precincts Law, he therefore 
prohibited all meetings and proces- 
sions at the time of the special 
session. An official announcement 
about the time of the session would 
be issued later, he said. 

The Speaker told an Israeli Radio 
reporter that he was guided by what 
was good for the Knesset and for 
parliamentary democracy — not 
what was good for one party or 
another. “Knesset Members have the 
right to hold their debates in an 
atmosphere free from pressures of 
every kind. Demonstrations can be 
held somewhere else, in Jerusalem 
or out of it," he said. 

The Speaker is thought to have 
been concerned, lest the approach 
roads ‘be clogged by hundreds of 
vehicles from all over the country.

— Selling to the Common 
Market without a strong advertising 
campaign is like picking up a girl by 
winking in the dark, aays Eliahu Tal, 
head of the Tel Aviv advertising 
company which bears his name. His 
firm ig folning three others in setting 
up ἃ “Common Market Office.” to 
help promote Israeli business 
abroad. His partners in the effort are 
Dahaf, Hagal-Levinson-Aylon and 
Yuval Tal Ltd., which is run by 
Eliahu's brother. 

Eliahu Tal notes that advertising 
in the Common Market countries has 
become highly “Americanized,” 
meaning that brand names have 
become very popular. Items are not 
asked for by their generic name, but 
by their trade name — not 
“oranges,"’ but “Jaffas."" Moreover, 
advertising is so important that the 
average Common Market country 
spends 1.5 per cent of its gross 
national product on advertising, as 
compared to only 0.06 in Israel. 

One of the first things to be done, 
he believes, is to create a favourable 
image. "Danish means excellent fur- 
niture. Nobody js even interested in 
what firm manufactures it, The 
word ‘Danish’ is a guarantee."

“THE SPECIAL session of the UN General Assembly this week 
called to consider the economic problems of the Third World 
coincides with a meeting in Washington of the world's finance 
ministers whose theme will be international economic interde- 


The twin problems of recession and inflation, spurred by 
the rise in the price of fuel and food, have aggravated the 
tensions between the developed and underdeveloped countries 
in a way which makes coordination of national economies 
more necessary and more difficult. 

As a result, for months now the Third World countries 
have been baiting the industrial countries, especially the United’ 
States. This has appeared to turn the United Nations, numeri- 
cally dominated by the underdeveloped countries, into an anti- 


The Soviet Union has found this convenient, as have the 
Arabs, who have exploited this atmosphere to push their poli- 
tical campaign against Israel. It has also enabled the Arab 
oil producing countries to shield themselves from the claims of 
poor countries, who are becoming constantly poorer as a result 
of the policies of the oil cartel. 

The fact is that the Third World countries are not all in the 
same economic boat. The oil producing states and some other 
countries in Latin America and Asia are developing rapidly. But 
others are hurting: badly. Yet the prevailing assumption con- 
tinues to be that the industrialized countries alone should give 
aid, while the oil rich countries go their merry way, with the 
‘help of the major vit companies.

Congress.” 


HA’ARETZ (independent) says that 
as far as approval of the interim 
agreement is concerned, the 
problem now is not that of a 
parliamentary majority but that of 
Popular support. “The nation must 
be systematically prepared for the 
implications of the policy of which 
the interim agreement is a major 
milestone. Last week's 
demonstrations proved that there is 
considerable unease in the nation, 
and that the opponents of this policy, 
albeit a minority, are able to 
mobilize widespread support. 


AL HAMISHMAR (Mapam) says 
that ‘‘the total exclusion of the Soviet 
Union from the efforts to achieve a 
settlement may induce it to try and 
Place obstacles in the way of the 
settlement. Russia's ability to act 
against a settlement is not incon- 
siderable, especially if we take into 
account the opposition on the part of 
many elements in the Arab camp. 
The PLO, which would be one of the 
heaviest losers, makes no secret of 
its opposition as any step towards 
Peace places it in jeopardy and tends 
to pull the rug out from under its 
feet. Syria and Jordan too may feel 
frustrated and be all the more vehe- 
ment in their demands. -

Recent acts of terrorism have been mere pinpricks against the might of 
Peacock Emperor Mohammed Reza Pahlavi. But Iran is none the less 
gripped by political contradiction and uncertain of its economic 
future, writes OFNS correspondent Juliet Pearce from Teheran. 


A CURIOUS POLITICAL fer- 
ment, punctuated by an oc- 
casional terrorist attack, is tak- 
ing place in Iran. It combines the 
strong, uncompromising per- 
sonality of Shah Mehammed 
Reza Pahlavi, the emergence of 
the large middle class, the crea- 
tion of a one-party system and 
the stubborn dedicated hit-and- 
run guerrilla war against 
everything this new Iran 
represents. 

To the outside world, the 
stakes are enormous: billions of 
dollars of foreign investment in 
Iran's oil-fuelled prosperity, the 
West's tacit approval of the Shah 
as the guardian of the Persian 
Gulf, and the avowed intention of 
Iran to become a world power 
within the next ten years. All this 
is accompanied by an un- 
precedented military build-up, 
this year alone to the tune of 
nearly $8,000m. The drop in oil 
revenue, expected to reach 
$4,000m. at the end of the year, 
has not affected the Shah's quest 
to become a military power. 

Under the banner of the 

“revolution of the Shah and the 
people,"’ in a torrent of heady 
slogans, dutifully roared back by 
apparently docile peasants and 
shrugged off by the cynical 
bourgeoisie, Iran appears 
careering toward a destiny that 
few of its citizens have fully 
grasped. 
., Iran's main 
backer, the Shah is irre- 
placeable. Despite his strong 
nationalistic stance and his 
irrevocable push for higher and 
higher ofl prices, the Shah is 
regarded by the Americans as 
the pillar of stability in the 
strategic Persian Gulf. This does 
not mean that the Americans are 
blind to the regime's short- 
comings, its strong-arm 
methods, its xenophobia, its all- 
pervading police surveillance. 
But the answer invariably given’ 
by American diplomats, -is that 
“there is no alternative."’ 


This viewpoint is echoed by ; 


quite a few Iranians, more intent 


on collecting gold Pahlavi coins ; 
and investing in apartment - 


blocks than in pondering their 
country's political future. 


The cynicism and political in- ἢ 
difference of the literate: 
Iranians was such that the Shah ᾿ς. 
decided to try to electrify the’ - 


country by creating a sweeping, 
all-embracing national move- 
ment. Thus the Rastakhiz, or 
National Resurgence Party, was 
organized last March. The two 
previously existing parties, the 
Government's Iran Novin and 
thr so-called opposition Mardom 
Party, were disbanded and new 
elections were held on June 25. 
The object was to force all 
Iranians to participate not only 
in thé country's economic 
development but in its political 
life. “We cannot afford ‘the lux- 
ury of the two party system," 
the Shah said bluntly, thus dis- 
avowing his earlier, stinging 
criticism of one-party dictatorial 
regimes.

The big question is to what ex- 
tent this new’ and basically re- 
juvenated political body will 
legislate and serve as 8 clearing 
house for ideas other than those 
of the Shah.

Occasional 
critical debate was allowed, 
usually on an innocuous subject 
that did not involve the Shah's 
prestige. : 

To many foreign observers 
the behaviour of the new 
legislature in the months to 
come will determine whether 
Iran's economic development 
can be accompanied by some 
form of political awakening. And 
if it is, what will be the reaction 
of the Shah who may feel that 
some of his prerogatives have in- 
advertently slipped from his 
hand. 


The opposition has already 
dismissed all the political 
changes as a sham. In fact the 
creation of the Rastakhiz Party 
‘was accompanied by a spate of 
terrorist attacks against 
American and Iranian ‘military 
and some civilian officials. 
Riots, inspired by a weird com- 
bination of religious 
traditionalists and Marxist 
fanatics, broke out in the city of 
Qom in June. Bombs exploded in 
the Islamic ceritre of Mashad, at 
the British Council, at the Iran- 
American Friendship Society 
and at the American Cultural 
Centre in July. 

The official line invariably 
blames the agitation on “‘foreign 
interference” without naming it 
although the Government seems 
to mean the Soviet Union, 
because in Iran “people cannot 


The active Opposition is in- 
deed a strange group, in which 
religious fanatics and students 
often join forces. The blunt fact 
is that the opposition accepts aid 
from whoever gives it. This in- 
cludes the Palestinian-terrorists 
who have trained a number of 
Iranians in camps in Lebanon 
and Syria. 

So far terrorism and oc- 
casional bomb explosions have 
been mere pinpricks against the 
armour of the Shah's might. 
Chances are that the powerful 
police apparatus will keep the 
country in check. Meanwhile the 
Shah is trying to rally his people 
behind him in a vast march 
toward his kind of democracy. 

Gripped by political con- 
tradictions, uncertain of its 
economic ‘future, courted by 
wealthy and poor foreign 
powers, Iran is basically at a 
crossroads. It can be said with 
some degree of certainty that 
the immediate choice will be 
made by the Shah. Unless the 
current’ ferment gets out of 
hand, the people will once again 
roar approval — and concen- 
trate on money-making before 
Iran's oil runs dry. -
